We all know the 
agony which an exposed nerve causes in the 
teeth, and how the pain recurs at frequent in- 
{tervals for very long. Might not sheep owners 
do something to prevent this custom ? 1 am 
told that it is prevalent on the Hampshire 
Downs, among other places. It certain] 
should not be tolerated nowadays, thoug 
it can well be imagined in the times when a 
ferret’s lips were sown together whenever he 
was put into a rabbit's hole, lest he should 
kill his prey instead of driving it out.

They require a deal of cleaning out, 
they gnaw their to pieces, they are 
always escaping, and they have a peculiar 
and unpleasant smell. ey are certainly 
very ty (especially the coloured varieties), 
but I personally prefer rate, which arelarger 
and more intelligent, although the first two 
of the above objections apply equally to them.

To im you only re- 
quire large worms, cockroaches, Teetles, and 
other insects, which must, however, be alive.
